He was honored at a banquet 
given by the joint council of team- 
sters, attended by Dave Beck of 
Seattle and local officials and la- 
bor leaders from all parts of the 
state. 

Tobin drew an analogy of prewar 
conditions in Germany saying that 
he wished to give a “word of warn- 
ing to my people. Germany reached 
a condition of power that became 
uncontrollable to destroy itself.” 

He told of conditions in San 
Francisco many years ago and 
again warned his people to stay 
out of “other people’s troubles” 
unless directly involved. Tobin also 
told of the alien that came to San 
Francisco 20 years’ ago, and after 
being received with open arms byly 
Uncle Sam, started a general strike 
in 1934.

With the recent announcement 
by State Insurance Commissioner 
Cambinetti that he does not intend 
to instigate any prosecutions under 
A.B. 1400, the new law which 
some have claimed requires the 
incorporation of labor organiza- 
tions that pay sick and death 
benefits, until a decision on its 
constitutionality and scope has 
been handed down by a proper 
court, the position taken by the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor and its legal staff has been 
fully vindicated. 

Efforts of the state federation 
have been unceasing to clear away 
the confusion resulting from the 
passage of this bill, and it has been | 
prepared to resist any attempt to) 
apply its provisions to labor unions. 
This firm stand has been pre- 
sented at innumerable conferences 
in the past few months with the 
insurance commissioner, 
and the department of the attorney 
general’s office which is handling 
this particular matter. 


Court Must Decide 


There is no doubt that the fed- 
eration’s determination that labor 
organizations cannot be charged 
with burdens, responsibilities and 
liabilities which are not imposed 
upon other organizations conduct- 
ing the same activities has been 
solely responsible for this recent 
decision by the insurance commis- 
sioner.

FEDERATION ATTORNEYS WIN

Organized Labor Begins Fight to 
Defeat Slave Bill 877 


With the granting by 


supreme court of a writ of prohi-| 


bition to prevent the enforcing of 


an injunction secured by the asso- 
ciated farmers against the county 
clerk of Tulare county in the mat- 
ter of certifying signatures on the 
Slave Bill 877 referendum petition, 
the California State Federation of 
Labor has drawn first blood in or- 
ganized labor's fight to preserve 
its constitutional rights against the 
anti-labor forces of the state. 

This victory is significant in 
more ways than one. Not only has 
the associated farmers’ bold at- 
tempt to cripple organized labor's 
campaign against this bill 
thoroughly discredited, but the fed- 
eration has done the general public 
a great service by having the law 
regarding procedure in direct legis- 
lation considerably clarified. 

File Signatures 

In the closing days of the refer- 
endum petition campaign, 800 sig- 
natures were filed in Visalia with 
the county clerk. Some of these 
were already precincted when filed,

With a great show of “fair play,” 
a judge was called in from another 
county to try the case, and the in- 
junction was granted. 
Writ Granted 

The federation’s attorney at once 
asked the supreme court for a 
writ of prohibition to enjoin the 
action of the superior court of 
Tulare county, emphasizing the 
fact that while this particular case

Firm opposition to proposals to 
stabilize wages was expressed by 
the American Federation of Labor

“Wage rates,” the AFL declared, 
“fix the income of wage earners, 
determine the standards of living 
for their families, and condition 
their ability to share in social and 
economic progress. Our unions, 
through collectiv: aining, fix 
standards abov: those minima 
established by administrative pro- 
cedure and endeavor secure for 
workers compensation wpon

“Industrial records, cited by 
the executive council report, 
show that labor is entitled to 
larger compensation; produc- 
tion per man hour increased 48 
per cent between 1929 and 1941 
while labor costs per unit of 
product declined 6.5 per cent. 


“Wages constituted a rétatively 
small part of production costs ‘ant 
therefore do not automatically 
force price rises as some maintain. 
It is especially important under 
present conditions for all unions to 
have adequate industrial and finan- 
cial information to sustain their 
wage contentions. While we realize 
present danger of inflation makes 
it necessary for the unions together 
with all other groups to cooperate 
to curb inflationary tendencies we 
cannot be deluded into believing 
that wages should be frozen. Sta- 
bilization and maintenance of the 
status quo are not necessarily the

“As the execut council report 
points out, wage policies should not 
be confused with any proposal , 
price control or price reexing: 


Wages are incomes paid to persons 
as compensation for work. Prices 
are the market valuation of com- 
modities. As the American Fed- 
eration of Labor had written into 
the Clayton anti-trust act and later 
in the basic principles of the I.L.O., 
‘The labor of a human being is not 
a commodity or an article of com- 
merce.’ 


“Payment for work must be de- 
termined between the individual 
rendering the work and the em- 
ployer, or between their represent- 
atives. This procedure is in- 
separable from human freedom and 
dignity which lies at the base of 
democratic institutions and con~ 
trols their nature and operations. 
If we are to defend free institu- 
tions we must continue to function 
as free people, with representation 
in the making of policies and de- 
cisions which concern our well- 
being. 
Will Affect Profits 

‘Any form of price contro] will in 
directly affect wages when union 
representatives negotiate for la- 
bor’s share of the returns of the 
employing companies. Direct fixing 
of wages would constitute income 
control which, when applied to em- 
ployes, will involve fixing of the 
profits, On the other hand, price 
control will indirectly affect profits 
as well as wages. 

“What labor wants from 
price control is an economic 
stability that will enable indus- 
tries and public agencies to be 
able to plan to expend their in- 

comes to the best advantage of 
| all concerned. Without stability 
| there can be no security of in- 
come, investments, 
property. 

“The price control bill of the ad- 
ministration wisely does not pro- 
pose to fix wages but authorizes

From New Wage Pact 


After two threats of strikes at! 


the Consolidated Aircraft corpora- | 
tion in San Diego, Calif., the inter-| 
national association of machinists | 


this week scored one of the great-| 
est wage increases in the history of | 
the airplane industry. 

It won pay boosts of 13 cents an 
hour, retroactive to August 9, for 
27,000 employes. This will add an | 
estimated $82,000,000 to pay enve-| 


lopes while the corporation is com- | 


pleting $750,000,000 of government 
orders. 

An agreement for these raises 
was first negotiated several weeks 
ago, following intervention by the 
national defense mediation board 
The company then reneged and 
Major R. H. Fleet, the corpora- 
tion’s president, publicly announced 
he wouldn’t sign unless Uncle Sam 
gave the concern a subsidy. 
Company Finally Yields 

The local union promptly threat- 
|ened to strike again. It pointed out 
that the corporation had been earn- 
|ing handsome profits and could 
easily afford increase. The corpora- 
tion then capitulated, but without 
winning any promise that Uncle 
Sam would “pay the bill.” 

War department officials made it 
plain that they wouldn’t even dis- 
cuss the company’s demand until 
it had an ironclad wage contract 
with the employes. 

Vice President George C. Castle- 


“the biggest ever 
won by any union.” He said the 
rate for journeymen mechanics 
was pushed up to $1.43 an hour— 
“the highest for any mass produc- 
tion industry’—and that such un- 


wage victory as 


raised to 91 cents. The gains will 
give strong impetus to the union’s 
organizing drive in the 
field, Castleman declared. 

“Our union is already bargain- 
ing for 175,000 workers in the air- 
plane industry,” he revealed. ‘“Be- 
fore the year is up, we expect to 
have tens of thousands more under 
our banner.”

“Labor oughi not to ask the government to force employers 
to give them closed shop,”’ Daniel W. Tracy, second secretary 
of labor told the A.F.L. convention. “Labor's job is to do its 
own organizing.” 

“There may be 60 members of the union on the job to 40 men 
who are not members,’ Tracy explained. ‘That means, in 
effect, that the government has to help organize the 40. The

Figures cited by the American 
Federation of Labor conclusively 
demonstrated the lack of a genuine 
basis for the claim that a work 
week in excess of forty hours is 
necessary to adequately mobilize 
productive forces for national de- 
fense. 

Urging the necessity of maintain- 
ing the forty hour week, the A. F. 
of L. made the following terse 
statement: 

“There has been talk recently of 
lengthening the work week as a 
measure to speed defense produc- 
tion. No basis can be found for 
such a move at the present time. 
There are still 4,500,000 unem- 
ployed. Seven million more are 
threatened by priority unemploy- 
ment, and will be leaving civilion 


production. Also, some three mil- 
lion more persons who do not usu- 
ally work for pay can be drawn 
into the labor market. With such 
|}a labor reserve, appropaching 10,- 
000,000, this is no time to lengthen 
| work hours. 

“Throughout our defense effort 
thus far the 40 hour week has been 
maintained, and hours worked over 
|40 have been paid for at overtime 
rates. The enormous increase in 
|defense production, such as air- 
planes, ships, machinery, has been 
accomplished by increasing em- 
|ployment and not by lengthening 
| the work week. The overtime pen- 
| alty has served to get employers 
{to train new employes, and thou- 
sands of men have gone to work 
with opportunity to learn new skills 
because of it.”
